In a brief to the dominion-provincial 
conference, the federal government asks for 
the co-operation of the provinces in meet- 
ing current housing shortages and in 
drafting a permanent housing policy. 

It is true that housing, as a national 
problem, is the vital business of every 
Canadian, of provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments as well as of the dominion gov- 
ernment. 

But in asking the provinces for co-oper- 
ation, the dominion can expect little more 
than advice, good will and subsidiary mea- 
sures to expedite the housing program. 
For the very essence of an adequate hous- 
ing program is financial and only the dom- 
inion government can solve the difficulty 
there. 

The brief says, in part: 

“As competing war demands taper off 
and finally disappear and as the concerted 
effort of the government to divert men and 
materials to construction bear fruit, the 
rate of building will accelerate”. 

One can only say that if Ottawa is 
waiting for time alone to adjust housing 
conditions in this country, thousands of 
servicemen and other Canadians might 
as well make up their minds to be homeless 
this winter. 

By no stretch of the imagination will 
Canadians be content to allow natural ad- 
justment in the building trades to take sole 
responsibility for building modern low- 
rental homes. 

The fact is that the only way to get 
modern low-rental houses is to build them. 
And they cannot be built to rent at $18 to 
$25 per month, which is the top rate most 
Canadians can pay, without somebody 
taking a loss. 

The only agency that can possibly take 
that loss is all the people of Canada. They 
must take it through the employment of 
interest-free national credit. 

Only the dominion government can 
make such interest-free funds available for 
modern low-rental houses. Therefore the 
ultimate responsibility for housing lies 
solely with the dominion government.

With Tact and Efficiency 


The retirement of Robert Pearson, on 
August 31, as chief motion picture censor 
for Alberta will be deeply regretted by all 
who are acquainted with the nature of his 
work because it is unanimously agreed 
that Mr. Pearson for 17 years has per- 
formed a difficult and delicate task with 
eminent satisfaction to the public. 

A motion picture censor is not largely 
in the public eye. His work is not signed 
with a flourish. Indeed, the summit of his 
Success is achieved when his activities are 
not discernible at all. 

And yet, with imagination, judgment 
and a deep sense of moral responsibility, he 
must maintain constant guard over a form 
of entertainment and education which has 
a profound effect on the public mind. Too 
little censorship can do untold harm to 
public thinking. Too much censorship can 
ruin art. 

With tact and efficiency, Mr. Pearson 
has steered an amazingly effective course 
between the two. 

It will be exceedingly difficult to find 
another censor who will equal Mr. Pear- 
son’s work. Very careful consideration 
should be given to the choice of his suc- 
cessor.

Alcoholic Paradox 


A Toronto magistrate has decided that 
a man lolled in a drunken sleep over the 
wheel of his stationary automobile could 
not be convicted of being drunk in charge 
of an automobile because he “was so in- 
toxicated that he was incapable or having 
control of a motor car” within the meaning 
of the act. 

This is an interesting decision because, 
in one form or another, it has been render- 
ed by magistrates in most Canadian cities. 

pparently this means that so long as 
an inebriate can keep one eye open and go 
through the motions of handling a wheel, 
he can be convicted. But if he takes the 
last drink that paralyzes him, he is not 
“in care and control” of the vehicle and 
cannot be fined or jailed 

It is a droll] sort of legal paradox 
which, in making it an offence to drive a 
ear while drunk, should rule that while a 
partly drunken man is guilty, a totally 
drunken man is innocent 

The situation has its absurdity in fact 
as well as in law. For there does come a 
time, of course, when the alcoholic fog be- 
gins to lift and the drunken sleeper stirs 
Once able to move a finger he is guilty 
again under the law and may be arrested 

It seems ridiculous that the police 
should have to wait quietly for a drunken 
driver to awake before they can take him 
into custody.

“Boulogne” has not been in the news late- 
ly. One recalls, however, with horror the 
CBC prescription that this hapless place 
should be called ‘‘Bouloyn”—a pronuncia- 
tion that exists neither in French, in Eng- 
lish, in heaven nor on earth. In English it 
is “Bulone’’. In French it is ‘““Boulonnye”. 

This particular fulmination is inspired 
by recent broadcasts whicli refer to 
Prague as “Praag”. The word in English 
is ‘“Prague’’ and is pronounced ‘“Praig”. 
In Germany it is ‘Prag’ called “Praag’’. 

| In Chech it is “Praha”. 
| Why do our radio announcers have to 
speak German? 

On the same Saturday night broadcast 
which revived ‘“Praag’’, the esteemed Can- 
on C. F. A. Clough was called “Canon Clo.” 

Could we not have the English lang- 
uage over the radio—with a little common 
care and investigation?

|Sumner Welles called forth some 
comment in this column which Mr 
Welles has answered in his own.

tacked the concept of balance of

ance, or equilib- 
brium of power 
between great and small states, and

journalism—has not materialized in 
the San Francisco charter.

I shall not quarrel with Mr. 
Welles’s hopes, which I share, but

Nations, also held forth that hope, | 


and that in the 1920's there was 
much more confidence among the 
masses that it would be fulfilled 
than there is anywhere at present. 

The two leading governments in 
the League of Nations were the 
French and the British. Mr. Wel- 


les's argument is in defence of the | 
| French for not putting confidence

international organization or 


law, but abusing the Treaty of Ver- 
saillés by occupying the Rhur, on 
the “excuse” of reparations. Mr 
Welles says: 

“By making repeated reparations 
demands, which Germany couldn't 
possibly fulfill, Poincarire believed 
|he could bring about the imposition 
loft punitive sanctions which would 
place France in control of increas- 
ingly wide areas of German terri- 
tory.” 

It is this Poincaire policy which 
Mr. Welles supports, and paying me 
the tribute of “penetration.” he 
assumes that I knew that this was 
the real French policy

As a matter of fairness, in my 
journalistic career, I have always 
given governments the benefits of 
doubts, whatever my suspicions. I 
certainly suspected that, in the 
|1920's France wanted to dominate 
Europe in violation of the spirit of 
treaties, if not the letter. The spirit 
was infused not by the British but 
|by Woodrow Wilson, who highly 
doubted that domination was a 
means of preserving peace, and 
who insisted that national princip- 
les, historical and ethnographical, 
should govern frontiers 

Now, in the new and weak Ger- 
man democracy, there was no doubt 
jthat the treaties were being cir- 
}eumvented by France, and the 
reparations—uncollectable, as Mr 
Welles so candidly says—used an 
excuse for post-war aggrandize- 
ment and domination. The price 
which France was willing to pay 
was the destruction of German 
democracy 

I think that the fall of the Ger- 
man democracy was the primary 
cause of this war; Mr. Welles thinks 
|that the failure of French contin- 
ental imperialism was the chief 
cause. I think that France had a 
real case for intervening in Ger- 
many in 1933, 1936, 19388—and that 
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Poincare Is Not the New World 


there still was time to do so. If 
other words, in the moment when 
Germany started toward domina- 
tion herself, she should have been 
stopped. Then it was possible, 
under the text and spirit of the 
treaties, and the sanctions _s 
ions of the League. I think, on the 
other hand, that it was a crime to 
contribute to the destruction of a 
non-aggressive Germany struggling 
for democracy 

And I do not believe that any in- 
ternational law can be based upon 
the breach of every moral and his- 
torical principle—nor do I believe 
that that is the way to peace.

Mr. Welles and I agree that we 
have an imperfect world charter, 
The question is whether it is pos- 
sible to solve the inevitable antag- 
onisms of this world within a new 
world society, by starting from a 
balanced power situation, or by 
starting with a world characterized 
by area-lominations. In my opin- 
ion, the German problem in the 
20's, and the German problem now, 
could be solved in a harmonized 


world governed by certain univer 
sally applied principles. But the 
fate of Germany will become a 


bone of contention in a power 
world, 

The partitioning ot Germany will 
not, this time, work out to the in- 
creased power of France. It will 
either vastly increase the already 
enormous power of the Soviet Un- 
ion, or become a source of conven- 
tion between Russia and Britain. [ 
am willing to submit that statement 
to the future judgment of history, 
And if there are Englishmen, who, 
seeing this, wish to neutralize the 
whole of Germany in a reasonably 
organized Europe, I do not see how 
they can be accused of laying the 
foundations for the next war.

Dr. Bruce and Propaganda 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

WASHINGTON: The most charit- 
able comment that can be made 
upon correspondence in which Dr. 
Herbert A. Bruce, the Conservative 
member of parliament from a Tor- 
onto seat, engaged with Cordell 
Hull, U.S. secretary of state, in 
1943, is that Dr. Bruce could hardly 
have intended to assist the circula- 
tion of German propaganda to im- 
pair Anglo-American relations. Dr 
Bruce wrote to Mr. Hull asking him 
to deny reports that United States 
policy looked towards “a dissipated 
or dismembered British Empire 
after the war.” His letter and the 
reply given by Mr. Hull, who re- 
fused to make a public pronounce- 
ment on what he regarded as self- 
; evident and malicious propaganda, 
have now being made public. Dr 
| Bruce sent it to a London news- 
| paper, the Daily Telegraph, which 
published it since V-E Day 

Mr. Hull called Dr. Bruce's at- 
tention to the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter as the basis of 
U.S. policy 

On April 15, 1943, Dr. Bruce wrote 
to Mr. Hull 

“My attention has been called on 
a number of occasions to the propa- 
ganda which has evidently origin- 
ated from German sourtes and 
which has for its object the de- 
velopment of a policy in the United 
States looking toward a dissipated 
or dismembered British Empire 
after the war. I feel quite sure that 
the United States government de- 
plores this as much as we do, but 
it occurred to me that it might be 
well for it to differentiate itself 
from this propaganda by some pub- 
lic announcement.” 

On April 27, Mr. Hull replied 

“Although I am glad you felt 
free as you did, I have frankly been 
somewhat troubled by the opening 
paragraph of your letter. It had 
not occured to me that German 


propaganda here or in Canada 
could have been so effective as to 
give rise to a belief that this coun- 
try could entertain a policy having 
as its objective the dissipation or 


dismemberment of the British 
Empire 

“Everyone, of course, is well 
aware of the constant efforts of 
German propaganda to drive 
wedges between the United Na- 
tions, but it is disturbing to have 


it suggested by a prominent citizen 
of Canada, such as yourself, that 
the situation has reached a point 
where a public statement dignify- 
ing it by refutation would be de- 
sirable, It further appears to me 
that if such a statement were made 
it would constitute a propaganda 
success so marked that Dr. Goeb- 
bels could well conclude that the 
relations between the United States 
and the British Empire were in a 
sad plight indeed. Not unnaturally, 
it would in addition shake the con- 
fidence of many on our side to 
whom also the necessity for such a 
statement has not been apparent 

Finally, in more positive vein, 
let, me call your attention to the 
first three points of the Atlantic 
Charter which were agreed upon 
between the President and Mr 
Churchill. It is believed that these 
points effectively give the lie to 
German propaganda of the type 
you evidently have in mind.” 

The letter quoted the Atlantic 
Charter that the Allies sought no 
territorial aggrandizement no 
changes of territory except in ac- 


cordance with a free expression 
of public opinion and the estab- 
lishment of the right of peoples 


to choose their own form of gov- 
ernment

back suggesting Mr. Hull write his 
views to a British newspaper for 
publication. Mr. Hull wrote back, 
with firmness, that:: My

to insinuations as base and as base- 
less as those we have discussed.” 
He agreed his letter could be pube 
lished when Germany surrendered, 

Two points will strike Canadians 
on reading these letters. The first 
is the evidence of suspicion in Dr, 
Bruce’s mind regarding American 
war aims which, if such suspicions 
come to be regarded generally by 
Americans as representing the ma- 
jority view of Canadians instead 
of merely the insignificent minor- 
ity which thinks as Dr. Bruce 
does, would turn Canadian-Ameri- 
can relations sour very quickly 

The other point is that, in the 
midst of a desperate war being 
fought on a coalition basis in which 
United States, Great Britain and 
Canada formed a substantial part, 
a Canadian in Dr. Bruce's position 
should have sought to stimulate a 
public discussion on the question, 
| Which is implicit in his letter, 
whether the United States was 
fighting to destroy German militar- 
ism or to destroy the British Em- 
pire. One can hardly exaggerate 
the astonishment with which Am- 
erican opinion would have received 
the publication of the Bruce letter 
in 1943 ‘ 

It is also quite plain as it must 
have been in 1943, that an official 
denial by Mr. Hull would have 
served the Nazi propaganda as a 
pretext for proclaiming as far 
throughout the world as it could, 
that after all, the United States 
was fighting merely to protect the 
British Empire. But that point 
seems never to have occurred to 
Dr. Bruce who, from Toronto, was 
so sensitive to Nazi propaganda in

U.S. Back in Front Ranks

With the ratification of the Un- 
ited Nations Charter by the Senate, 
the American people have caught 
up a lag of twenty-five years. No 
longer are they stumbling along be- 
hind the rest of the world, eyes 
averted, nose disdainful and lips 
stubbornly compressed. The Amer- 
ican people are back where we like 
to think they belong first in war, 
first in justice, first in peace. 

From now on, there can be no 
thought of another line or a new 
isolation. The United States are in 
the world and al! over the world, 
for keeps. The Senate debate on 
the Charter was on ¢ magnificently 
high level. Speeches like those of 


George of Georgia and Fulbright of 
Arkansas will rank among Amer-

ican political classics. Senator 
George brought his usually placid 
colleagues to their feet. Senator 
Fulbright pointed out just where 
the ratification of the Charter 
leaves the world. With this vote, the 
Senate and the country are commit- 
ted. Any attempt to utilize the 
coming October debate on the en- 
abling legislation in order to water 
down American obligations under 
the Charter or slow its execution or 
weaken its. efficiency would be 
treason to the American people and 
a crime against the human race 

For—as its authors have frankly 
pointed out—the San Francisco 
Charter is only a beginning. The 
American people and the other peo- 
ples of the earth have not come to- 
gether in this new world organiza- 
tion because of any basic desire to 
rub elbows with each other. They 
do not especially crave internation- 
|al company. They have come to- 
|gether because they want peace 
and have been told that an inter- 
nationa! organization is the only 
| effective instrument for getting 
| peace. But the mew organization as 
set up under the new charter is 
|only the first step to peace. It had 
te be taken primarily in order that 
jother steps might follow 
| The reason is that while this 
organization will prevent aggres- 
sion and war by the smaller states 
it will not—as its authors candidly 
admit prevent war by a Great 
Power. Yet it is the great wars that 
we need most to avert. Only great 
powers can make great wars 
Therefore at some time or other the 
nations will have to come together 
again to make the organization 
|strong enough to prevent success 
| ful aggression by any country, great 
or smal! 

It should never be forgotten that 
the San Francisco organization is 
not strictly speaking an internation 
al organization at ail It is a Vigil 
antes Committee on an internation 
|} é! scale. It is an international! dip 
jlomatic club within whose frame 
work the all important relations 
| between the great powers can, it is 
|hoped, be more easily harmonized 
If this fact is realized. then obvious 
iy ratification of the Charier by the 
American Senate was just the be 
ginding and not the culmination of 


the world struggle for peace 

Stretching ahead of the American 
people is a long series of hurdles 
that must be taken if world peace, 
lasting peace, is finally to be 
achieved 

The first is the hurdle at Pots. 
dam—agreement with our major 
allies on the concrete terms of a 
settlement to end this particular 
war and prevent our present enem- 
ies from ever again Starting any- 
thing rough 

The next will be the formulation 
i home of a world-wide American 
foreign policy and the setting up of 
a State Department equipped to put 
it into effect 

The third will be the insistence 
that this policy be put into effect 
through the charter and in public, 
rather than secretly in closed cone 
ferences and privies by diplomats 
vho have taken for their motto, 
“the public be damned.” Potsdam is 


such a closed conference — and 
should be the last of them. The 
American Congress should serve 


notice on the President that it will 
repudiate any more secret agree- 
ments 

Moreover, the Senate (‘or the 
entire Congress) must be brought 
Into co-operation with the President 
and the State Department in the 
formulation as well as in the execu- 
tion of the foreign policy It is hee 
cause of such intimate co-operet on 


that the present Charter can be 
considered as the mature will of 
the American people—and that it 
met so little opposition in the 
Senate 

The fourth hurdle will be having 
the Charter's possibilities utilized 
'o the full in the politieal, econ. 
omic, financial ane social fields, 
This is a document for daily use, 


not something to be put away under

Finally-—at some future time—the

Full text of the Alberta brief is 
reproduced below 
Mr. Prime Minister, Honorable 

Ministers, Fellow Premiers, Gen- 

tlemen: 

On behalf of the Government of 
Alberta may I say that we regard 
this Conference as one of the most 
important since Confederation, On 
March 9 last, when presenting the 
Annual Budget Address in the 
Provincial Legislature, I summar- 
ized the position of the Alberta gov- 
ernment with respect to the pur- 
pose of this Conference in the fol- 
lowing words: 


FUTURE WELFARE 


We regard as of paramount im- 
portance to the future welfare of 
each and every Province and of 
Canada, as a whole, an early and 
Satisfactory settlement of the whole 
vexatious problem of Dominion- 
Provincial relations. A house di- 
vided against itself cannot stand. It 
is folly to pretend that the preset 
relations between the Dominion 
Government and the Governments 
of the respective Canadian Pro- 
vinces are such as to warrant other 
than the gravest concern at a time 
when the country should be forti- 
fied with the utmost of solidarity 
and unanimity to ensure 
cessful transition from war 
Victorious peace, 

This problem cannot be solved 
by compromise and the evasion 
of fundamental issues and basic 
Principles. The solution demands 
that the jurisdiction and the res- 
ponsibilities of the respective 
governments be clearly defined 
and definitely established. In so 
far as the Government of Alberta 
is concerned, we mean business 
in this matter and stand ready 
and anxious to do our full share 
towards bringing about an ef- 
fective and permanent solution to 
this serious national problem at 
the earliest possible date.” 

It is with this attitude that we 
have come to this Conference, and 
therefore we welcome the oppor- 
tunity to submit a resume of those 
matters which we regard as basic 
to he successful solution of the 
serious problems which this Con- 
ference must face.

‘a) To reach agreement upon 
measures which are necessary to 
the establishment of a sound post- 
war Canadian economy in which it 
will be possible for all to enjoy 
social and economic security with 
the maximum of individual oppor- 
tunity. 

(b) To establish Dominion-Pro- | 
vincial relations on a basis that will 
ensure permanent national unity 
and harmony, and the maximum 
degree of* mutual co-operation in 
the conduct of national and pro- 
vincial affairs. 


SPECIFIC SUBJECTS 

In addition to this brief, we have 
prepared a comprehensive list of 
specific subjects of national im- 
portance and which we will ask to 
be included on the conference 
agenda, but we would emphasize 
that the following matters are basic 
requisites to the attainment of the, 
broad objectives referred to above. 

(1) Optimum) production 
through the removal of artificial 
restrictions and by the progres- 
sive expansion of industrial and 
commercial development. 

Canada’s wartime production has 
proved that under the stress of 
necessity the nation’s production 
can be expanded to provide a 
volume and variety of goods and 
services which, if applied to peace- 
time requirements, would ensure an 
abundance of everything necessary | 
to make possible a high and secure 
standard of living for every Cana- | 
dian family. 


EFFECTIVE STEPS 

Production cannot be maintained 
and further expanded unless effec- | 
tive steps are taken to prevent arti- 
ficial restriction by monopolies, | 
combines and cartels, and unless | 
relief is given from the present | 
system of excessive taxation which | 
depletes individual purchasing 
power, stifles capital investment, | 
discourages industria! development, | 
and retards economic expansion, | 
Relieved of these restrictive forces 
and provided with adequate credit | 
facilities, a stable price structure, | 
and freedom from inflationary or 
deflationary fluctuations, Canada’s | 
production not only can be main- 
tained but expanded progressively | 
to provide a steadily increasing |

(3) A practical program of re- 
habilitation for returned men, 
includiny immediate provision for 
Satisfactory low cost homes, and 
adequate assistance to veterans 
to facilitate their re-establishment 
into civilian occupations. 


Such a program is not only the 
|) solemn obligation of the Canadian 
people to those who have offered 
their lives in the defence of Can- 
ada, but it is obviously the first 
step in any comprehensive program 


of post-war reconstruction. If we 
cannot take even this first step 
successfully what is the use of 


talking about what we are going to 
do further on. Already there are 
indications that the provisions 
made thus far for the rehabilitation 
of our returned men .are falling 
short ®f meeting the necessary re- 
quirements, 


ADEQUATE HOUSING 
Adequate housing a primary 
the provisions that have been made 


néed which is not being met by 
jthus far. The urgent need of re- 
turning men is not 50,000 houses 
next year, but immediate accom- 
modation in homes which they can 
| obtain on a low cost rental basis 
Obviously this is impossible if the 
capital costs of such homes are to 
be amortized and included in the 
|rental charges. The solution lies in 
Dominion subsidies to take care of 
at least the greater part of the 
capital costs. Otherwise our re 
turned men simply are not going 
to be able to obtain homes at rates 
they reasonably can be expected to 
pay during the period in which 
they are endeavoring to re-establish 
themselves in civil life 

We submit that this is a matter of 
such urgency that action should 
not be delayed until a committee 
of this Conference makes a further 
investigation and report. Rather, 
immediate and effective action 
along the lines suggested should be 
taken by the Dominion government 
to relieve this serious situation 


PROPER FIELD 

While the Dominion primarily is 
responsible for the rehabilitation 
of the men released from the fight- 
ing forces, the practical problems, 
resulting from their inability to 
obtain even temporary accommoda- 
tion. lands squarely on the door- 
steps of the Provinces. Hence this 
matter properly can be regarded as 
coming within the field of Domin- 
ion-Provincial relations. 

(4) Provision for adequate 
social services measured in terms 
of human need and physical pos- 
sibility rather than in terms of 
financial costs. 

Since the outbreak of war a 
veritable revolution has taken place 
in the public attitude towards the 
whole question of social services 
Whereas prior to the war people 
were prepared to concede that lack | 
of money was a legitimate reason 
for very limited social services be- 
ing available, they are no longer 
willing to do so. The war has dem- 
onstrated that the only real limiting 
factors to economic activity are 
those of manpower and material 
resources and the knowledge avail- 
able for their utilization. 


WAR CONDITIONS 


It has been shown that under the 
compelling demands of war condi- 
tions the money could be, and was, 
made available to produce an 
abundance of goods as well as to 
finance non-productive services on 
an unprecedented scale. It is con- 
tended, and properly so, that if 
goods and services on that scale 
could be provided in wartime for

in times of peace 


PUBLIC DEMAND 


Therefore the public demand for 
social services is no longer temper- | 
ed by considerations of finance, but 
1s governed by considerations of 
human needs and the physical Pos- 
sibilities of the economy. This 
changed public attitude must re- 
flect itself in government policies 
henceforth, if the Canadian people 
are to get the results they properly 
expect from the management of 
their affairs. 

(5) A clear and definite under- 
standing as to the respective 
fields of jurisdiction and respon- 
sibilities as between the Dominion 
and the Provincial Governments.

Dizziness is like many other 
symptoms in that it may be the 
sign of only a passing disturbance 
or may signify the existence of 
some more serious disorder, It is | 


‘capable of being produced by a 


variety of causes, some of which are 
trivial in nature, while others are 
more important 

Probably the two chief causes of 
dizziness are stomach upsets and 
sluggishness of the liver, either of 
which is capable of inducing ver- 
tigo. The dizziness accompanying 
what is popularly called a bilious 
attack very common, although 
the vertigo generally does not re- 
main for any length of time. The 
patient has a poor appetite and may 
notice that the head aches or that 
there is digestive unhappiness. 
When he tries to move, objects 
near him seem to be turning around 
rapidly or appear blurred. If he 
stoops over, he may notice that the 
dizziness commonly becomes much 
more noticeable when he straight- 
ens up 

When the dizzy feeling appears 
while on a street car, or while rid- 
ing in an automobile, it is possibly 
due to eyestrain. This type of dizzi- 
ness is called vertigo and 1s said to 
be on the increase, due to the extra 
demand put upon the eye by mod- 
ern living conditions 

Ear conditions:such as Meniere's 
Disease or otosclerosis may also 
cause dizziness 

This symptom is also seen in ner- 
vous patients, as well as in those 
with anemia and low blood pres- 
sure. Some of the patients with 
high blood pressure and arterial 
hardening are likewise troubled by 
vertigo 

The excessive use of tobacco, al- 
coho! and coffee may bring on diz- 
ziness which usually does not re- 
main very long. Auto-Intoxication is 
another possible cause of dizziness, 
with complete relief promptly fol- 
lowing the eradication of the toxic 
condition 

Some patients with a tendency to 
Migraine headaches report that diz- 
ziness frequently marks the onset 
of the aptacks 

Those troubled by dizziness 
should first of all try the treatment 
for an upset liver, as most dizzy
